SEC. 3499 Vermont Statutes (as so amended by No. 
25 of the Act of 1949) is as follows: 


A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose 
list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose 
poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, 
were paid prior to JANUARY 1 preceding such 
town meeting, or who has attained the age of twen- 
ty-one years subsequent to the last annual assess- 
ment and resided in the town since April 1 last pre- 
ceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any 
cause, shall be a voter in town meeting while resid- 
ing in such town.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


During the past year the school board has kept 
in constant touch with the aflairs of the schools. The 
buildings and equipment have been well maintained 
and the latest texts and teaching aids have been 
provided for the children. Piayground facilities 
have been improved at both schools. During the 
past summer the Central School building was paint- 
ed inside and out which resulted in an attractive 
school unit. The floors and desks in both schools 
were resurfaced, and the cloakroom at the Village 
school redecorated. 

Although the spirit of the pupils and teachers 
is fine and the pupil progress very good, there are 
problems in school facilities that need attention in 
the relatively near future. These are (1) running 
water in each school, (2) replacement of toilet fix- 
tures at the Village School, (3) new roofing at the 
Central School.. The first two items alone are basic 
causes for the school district to consider the possi- 
bility of constructing an up to date centrally located 
building for all the elementary children. 

The financial burden for such a project can 
be lessened by 25% through state aid. It might be 
of interest to note that if the amendment to the 
Vermont Constitution passes, towns may jointly 
construct and maintain elementary schools. 

The state aid of $4,105.59 for 1953 shows an 

increase of $898.31 over that of last year. It should 
be kept in mind that Guildhall is in position to re- 
ceive 25 cents in state aid for every dollar in taxes 
raised for the support of schools. 
) The board gave much time and study to the 
preparation of the budget for the school year July 
1, 1954 to June 30, 1955. The amount of $12,450.00 
budgeted should provide for current expenditures 
exclusive of any replacement of toilet fixtures and 
installation of running water mentioned above. 

At this time I wish to thank all who have con- 
tributed to the successful operation of the schools.
